Almost every man who has suc- 
ceeded in establishing himself in the 
business or professional world is con- 
stantly applied to that he may use 
his influence to secure a position for 
this or that person, where he may 
have a chance to »arn a livelihood or 
secure a foothold that may result in 
earning a livelihood. Kvery right- 
minded man is glad to render his 
service to those who are worthy; and 
in rendering it hefrequently does the 
future employer as great a favor as 
the employe, for it is a substantial 
advantage to a business man to have 
trustworthy, intelligent and ambi- 
tious subordinates. But it is well to 
remind those who are in search of 
positions that their wisest course is 
to improve the first decent opportu- 
nity that offers to secure a foothold 
in the world of self-support. It does 
not make a v<ry great difference 
where one start-.

It placed by the side of one of our I 
1MV model typewriters the first type- 
writer could not fail to pro voice a 
smile from the spectator. Instead of 
dainty black and ivory letter keys, 
with an open framework snowing 
the easy working of the intricate 
machinery inside, as is usual in the 
typewriter of today, this first type 
writer consists of u closed wooden 
box, with blocks of wood half an 
inch square for its letter keys. The 
paper carriage ol the first typewriter 
is also of wood, and instead of the 
operator turning the carriage by a 
mere touch on an extension rod, as is 
done with all typewriters nowj 
in use, when one line was finished 
on the typewriter, the operator had I 
to use both hands to turn it— one) 
hand to lift a catch from the cog' 
wheel and the other baud to push 
the paper around as far as desired. 

However much the first typewriter 
differs from its grandchildren, ft I 
close examination shows that it has 
all the e*sontlftJs of typewriters hs 
we know them to day. 

The inve.aor of the typewriter 
was Col. R.T. P. Allen, of Fanndah , 
Ky., w ho secured his patent in 1976. 
There were other so called type- 
writers invented before this date, hut 
the Allen invention is the first ma- 
chine tout hore fruit, and it is that 
machine which may be looked upon 
as the parent of the o.OOO.OOO or more 
typewriters in u-»e in the United 
Slates to-day.
